St. Louis, Aug. 15.—The elevator

It contained about 
100,000 bushels of grain, which will 
be destroyed or ruined for merchant- 
able purposes.

Adjoining on the south 
were the three extensive ice houses of 
Hazzard & Wilson, which were con- 
sumed. 


Titusville, Pa., Aug. 15.—The tank 
containing 18,000 barrels of oil, which 
was struck by lightning at Parkers 
Landing yesterday morning, finished 
burning last evening, and was a total 
loss.

Verts, assistant superintendent, is 
criminally censurable for employing 
incompetent persons to manage trains. 
The inquest showed the running of 
trains amounted to guess-work; that 
the assistant superintendent, as a rule, 
gave his messages orally to the tele- 
graph operator at Camden, and that 
the transmission of one of that de- 
scription led to the disaster.

On the voyage other plans wei'e dis- 
cussed, among others the resurrec- 
tion of Gen. Putnam's remains. Ar- 
rived in New York, the discussion was 
renewed, and Sala says that thè feasi- 
bility of robbing the Stewart vault 
was canvassed by the party, including 
a man named Ford and a woman from 
Troy, but Sala could not agree with 
them.

Private sewersshould never be made 
with brick, for not only is there al- 
ways certain danger of leakage both 
of fluidsL and gaseous 
contents, 
but they can be eaten into and through 
by rats, who thus not only carry the 
sewer soil into the houses, but their 
runs form convenient exit for sewer 
gas. 


A proposal to use compressed air in- 
stead of gunpowder for blasting in 
mines has been brought forward in 
England. The plan is to employ air 
at a pressure of upward of 8,000 
pounds to the square inch. Its prob- 
able success is indicated by the result 
of some tests recently made in the 
Wigan collieries. 


A well-authenticated case of spon- 
taneous combustion occurred recently 
in the suburbs of Oak Hill. A hemp 
sack saturated with varnish and used 
in polishing a floor was put in a basket 
for future use. It had of itself 
smouldered and finally produced a fire. 
The case is a curious one and of value 
from the knowledge it affords of spon- 
taneous combustion. 


A new and dangerous method for 
improving the appearance of green 
coffee, is being 
employed in the 
market. It is no less than the paint- 
ing of the same with a poison called 
"chrome green," We have seen the 
certificate of a chemist who analyzed 
specimens of the "doctored" berry, 
and who declares it to contain poison. 
In view of this fact, dealers and con- 
sumers should pay close attention to 
what they are getting, and see that 
Ihey are not cheated and injured at 
the same time. 


A trial has been made of the new 
100-ton gun at Woolwich. 
This gun 
is 36 feet in length, and the bore 
which has a calibre of 17f inches, in- 
creasing to 19f inches in the chamber, 
is 33 feet in length. At the muzzle 
the thickness of metal is only about 5 
inches, but at the breach the metal is 
2 feet 5 inches through, making the 
maximum diameter 6 feet 6 inches. 
The cartridge consisted of 440 pounds 
of cube powder, and occupied 5 feet 
of the bore, and above the cartridge 
2,010-pound projectile, which was 2 
feet 8 inches long. The speed of the 
shot was 1,500 feet per second. 


When iron was first dug up from 
the bowels of the earth and converted 
into instruments of the chase or do- 
mestic utensils there is no means of 
knowing, for the early history of 
the world is wanting in such details. 
To kill a man with an instrument of 
iron was punishable with death under 
the Mosaic law. Moses has recorded 
of Og, king of Basan, that he had a 
bedstead of iron that was nine cubits 
in 
length and four in breadth. 
And when he reminded the Israelites 
that the Lord had brought them out 
of the iron furnace, even the land of 
Egypt, he promised to bring them 
into a land whose stones were iron, 
and out of whose hills they might dig 
brass. The Greeks 
ascribed the 
discovery of iron to themselves. The 
Romans did not know how to provide 
their iron furnaces with bellows, and 
to ignite the fuel placed the grate in 
the direction of the prevailing wind. 
As a substitute for it in their armor 
they employed bronze. 


Capt. George E. Belknap, U. S. N., 
in an article in the United Service, for 
July, gives some of the results of the 
Tuscarora's work in 1874, in sounding 
the Pacific Ocean, which eclipse the 
celebrated 
achievements on the 
voyage of the ship Challenger. The 
Tuscarora traversed 16,600 miles, and 
made 
483 cast«, of which 32 
were in depths of over 3,000 fathoms, 
and 9 in from 
4,000 to 4,655 
fathoms. 
Good 
specimens 
were 
brought up from four of the deepest 
casts; in one the cylinder struck rock; 
in 
the two last and deepest 
casts 
the 
wire 
broke—one 
from a momentary carelessness at the 
reel; and the other, after 400 fathoms 
had been reeled in, "pulled in two 
from the strain at that great depth, 
five and a quarter miles." "So far," 
says Belknap, "these are the deepest 
soundings ever 
made." 
Attempts 
have been made by partisans of the 
Challenger to throw discredit upon 
these results, bui Capt. Belknap ef- 
fectually disposes of all objections.
